Valero Energy to convert Aruba 
Refinery to Terminalling Operation 



SAN ANTONIO, Texas. - 
Valero Refining Company- 
Aruba N.V., a subsidiary of 
Valero Energy Corporation 
(VLO), yesterday notified em¬ 
ployees of the Valero Aruba 
Refinery that Valero has de¬ 
cided to further reduce opera¬ 
tions and reorganize the site as 
a refined products terminal. 

"We believe that Aruba 
has the assets to compete as a 
world-scale crude and refined 
products terminal," said 
Valero Chairman and CEO 
Bill Klesse. "With both deep¬ 
water berths and smaller 
berths, the terminal will have 
the flexibility to load the very 
largest crude ships. In addi¬ 
tion, the scale and mixture of 
tankage will permit commer¬ 
cially attractive storage op¬ 
portunities for our customers. 
Aruba's proximity to grow¬ 
ing markets and its business- 
friendly political environ¬ 
ment make it an ideal loca¬ 
tion for our new terminal op¬ 
erations." 

Terminalling activities 
will, however, require a 
considerably smaller work¬ 
force. The reorganization and 
reduction in workforce is ex¬ 
pected to be complete before 
the end of 2012. Valero will 
continue to supply jet fuel, 
gasoline, diesel, and fuel oil 
to the island, as well as en¬ 
gage in third-party terminal 
services. In this terminal op¬ 
erations mode, Valero will 
continue to be a significant 


employer in Aruba, and will 
continue to invest in Aruba 
with facility improvements 
and dock and tankage up¬ 
grades. 

Valero human resources 
representatives will begin 
meeting with refinery emplo¬ 
yees this week to explain the 
staffing selection for the ter¬ 
minal operations. A fair and 
reasonable arrangement will 
be presented to those em¬ 
ployees not selected to be a 
part of the terminal opera¬ 
tions. Valero will provide re¬ 
sources to assist in their 
transition to other employ¬ 
ment. 

Valero suspended refining 
operations at the plant in 
March and has maintained 
the refinery in a state that 
would allow a restart. Valero 
has also kept its employees 


on the payroll pending this 
decision. In the near term, the 
refinery will continue to be 
maintained in a state that 
would allow a restart should 
Valero be successful in the 
pursuit of alternatives for the 
refinery prior to the transition 
to terminal operations. 

"We will continue to work 
with Prime Minister Eman 
and his government in this ef¬ 
fort," Klesse said. "Our dis¬ 
cussions with interested 
parties, including those facil¬ 
itated by the Government of 
Aruba, will continue, and if 
successful may result in the 
suspension of the workforce 
reduction. We greatly appre¬ 
ciate the continued efforts 
and support from the Prime 
Minister and his govern¬ 
ment."

Application for 
“Landsexamen” 2013 


ORANJESTAD - As of 
school year 2010-2011 the 
state-exams (Landsexamen) 
for VWO/HAVO/MAVO is 
being examined according to 
the “Estilo Nobo” (new style). 
This new style state exam en¬ 
tails that they will be working 
with a “profile.” The student 
can chose between three differ¬ 
ent profiles: “Mens en Maat- 
schappijwetenschappen,” “Na- 
tuurwetenschappen” en “Hu- 
maniora.” 

Application for sitting the 
2013 state exams takes place 
during the period September 1 
to September 30,2012. The ap¬ 
plication form is available via 
the website of the Department 
of Education at www. ea.aw 
(under letter L for “landsexa¬ 
men”). Students are required to 
download this application form 
and fill it out and submit same 
to the Examen Bureau in the 
Belgiestraat #2. Candidates 
who have complied with all the 
rules for registration and have 
passed the “screening” will be 
notified when to submit the 
necessary documents to com¬ 
plete their registration for sit¬ 
ting the exams. 

All applications arriving 
after September 30 and those 
not filed in correctly will not 
be processed. 

Those allowed participation 
in the MAVO/HAVO/VWO 
state exams for 2013 are: 


1. A. who submitted the ap¬

B. who paid on time the re¬ 
quired fee for sitting the exam. 

C. who by April 1st 2013 
are: 

* 17 years of age or older 
for participation in the MAVO 
state exams 

* 18 years of age or older 
for participation in the HAVO 
state exams 

* 19 years of age or older 
for participation in the VWO 
state exams 

2. Excluding point 1, it is pos¬ 
sible for students attending 
MAVO, HAVO or VWO 
schools to participate in the 
state exams who want to earn 
a one-subject diploma in the 
school level they are attending. 
The subject may not be one of 
the subjects in their normal 
package at the school they are 
attending. 

All certificates obtained on 
Aruba are valid for a period of 
maximum 10 years as of Au¬ 
gust 2012.

Yesterday the APA tariff for taxis 
went from Afls. 285 to Afls. 115! 


ORANJESTAD - As of yes¬ 
terday, September 3rd, taxis 
no longer pay the Afls.285 
tariff to APA for access to the 
premises and facilities of 
APA; instead the tariff is now 
only Alfs. 115 per year. 

This reduction in the tariff 
was accorded by the govern¬ 
ment with the taxis back in 
2011 when they agreed that 
they would reduce the APA 
tariff to equal what was being 
levied by the airport and that 


it would take effect the mo¬ 
ment the airport introduced 
their tariff. 

Now the large group of 
taxis providing service on the 
wharf will see a reduction in 
the expense they have with re¬ 
spect to the services they pro¬ 
vide. In addition, as of yes¬ 
terday they have new services 
exclusively for taxis at the air¬ 
port. Here they are supplied 
with a comfortable seating/ 
waiting area with restrooms, 


screen monitors and other 
services to come. The new 
area designated exclusively 
for taxi chauffeurs will be 
maintained by the airport, and 
taxi chauffeurs who choose to 
use the service will contribute 
a nominal fee of Afls.9 per 
month, or Afls. 115 per year. 
In addition to these services, 
these chauffeurs have access 
to the first lane at the airport 
where they can collect and 
drop off passengers.

Cas Animal Cont’d 

A Happy Ending for Ruban 



Kirsten Arndt, founder Cas 
Animal Foundation, has ded¬ 
icated her life to rescuing 
stray and abandoned dogs off 
Aruba’s streets, always with 
the ultimate goal of seeing 
them adopted into good, lov¬ 
ing homes. Often, vacationers 
will find their hearts captured 
by one of these strays, and 
they are sort of adopted for 
the week. Sometimes, to their 
good fortune, these people 
cannot bear to leave Aruba 
without them. 

In a number of cases they 
will be referred to Kiki, who al¬ 
ways does her best to facilitate 
the transport of the new family 
member. It is much easier to re¬ 
turn with an Aruban dog than 
any might think. They require 
examination and certification 
by a qualified vet to pass health 
standards prior to departure; 
but since rabies is unheard of 
on Aruba, they can enter with¬ 
out a lengthy quarantine. Kiki 
will also help in obtaining a 
dog transport and getting them 
to the airport, if needed. Just 
such a happy story is that of 
Ruban and Janet Enoch from 
Geneva, Illinois. She is an ani¬ 
mal lover and a member of 
SHowing Animals Respect 
and Kindness, or SHARK. She 
discover Ruban on the beach 
one night, and hid him away in 
her room until Kiki could bring 


him to Contreras Veterinary 
Clinics the next morning to 
have him checked. 

Though Ruban tested posi¬ 
tive for heartworm and tick 
fever, Janet elected to take him 
home with her anyway, and he 
responded well to treatment. 
Janet reports her Victoria’s Se¬ 
cret Nourishing Shampoo and 
Conditioner “made a new man 
of him,” and he gets along 
quite well with her seven cats. 
Ruban wants to play, but the 
cats were not very interested. 
He also was eager to sleep on 
the bed with Janet and her hus¬ 
band, but the cats left little 
room for that either, so he has 
his comfortable corner of the 
bedroom and is adjusting well. 

Kiki also works with a num¬ 
ber of resorts to capture the cats 
that come to their premises and 
have them neutered. She will 
always try to find a good home 


for a stray animal, but cats 
often do best on their own, 
keeping the hotel grounds free 
of unwanted vermin. In these 
circumstances, they are 
neutered, and then returned to 
its comfort zone to do its job. 

Her costs for feeding all the 
dogs she rescues and main¬ 
tains in her shelter are astro¬ 
nomical, as well as her 
veterinary bills. She is work¬ 
ing hard to build a proper shel¬ 
ter in Kibaima. If anyone 
wishes to help, they can support 
her with donations in the form 
of payment to the Cas Animal 
Foundation account at the Con¬ 
treras Veterinary Clinics or to 
Animal Care Clinic in Paradera, 
phone number 582-8382.

Venezuela says no evidence 
of Yanomami massacre 



CARACAS (AFP) - Vene¬ 
zuelan investigators have 
found no evidence of an al¬ 
leged massacre of as many as 
80 people from the Yano¬ 
mami indigenous group by il¬ 
legal Brazilian gold miners, a 
minister says. 

The alleged killing was re¬ 
ported last week by an in¬ 
digenous advocacy group 
called Horonami Organiza- 
cion Yanomami (HOY). It 
said miners burned down a 
building in which about 80 
people lived, back in July. 

Venezuelan Interior Min¬ 
ister Tareck El Aissami said 
Friday that forensic teams 
and security officials were 
visiting nine Yanomami com¬ 


munities in southern Vene¬ 
zuela along the border with 
Brazil. 

The country's minister for 
indigenous peoples, Nicia 
Maldonado, said Saturday 
night that the investigators 
did not find evidence of any 
killings, according to the 
AVN news agency. 

"The final outcome of 
these visits we have made is 
that no evidence of any 
killing was found," nor of 
houses or huts being burned 
down as denounced by HOY, 
Maldonado said. 

Brazil said over the week¬ 
end it would assist in the 
probe.

Dutch Liberals widen lead Obama stadium speech to go ahead 
over Socialists 'rain or shine' 


AMSTERDAM - Dutch Prime 
Minister Mark Rutte of the 
Liberal Party has widened his 
lead over Socialist Party leader 
Emile Roemer in the run up to 
an election on September 12 
that has been dominated by the 
euro zone crisis, a survey 
showed yesterday. 

However, with no single 
party set to win more than 
about a quarter of the seats in 
parliament, the Netherlands 
still faces the prospect of 
months of coalition talks and 


political uncertainty. 

The fiscally conservative 
country is considered a core 
euro zone member and is one 
of the few that still has a triple- 
A credit rating. 

But the election has high¬ 
lighted growing discontent 
over Europe, in particular over 
the high cost of bailing out 
weaker euro zone states and 
the pressure for belt-tightening 
at home where welfare bene¬ 
fits are being steadily whittled 
away by budget cuts. 


CHARLOTTE (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama's make- 
or-break convention speech 
will be held at a 74,000- 
seater stadium Thursday 
come "rain or shine," Democ¬ 
rats insisted, as the event 
risked being rained out. 

The prime-time address, 
which will help decide 
Obama's political fate and 
cap the 2012 Democratic 
convention in Charlotte, 
North Carolina, risks being 
disrupted by thunderstorms 


forecast for the area. 

"The event on Thursday 
night at Bank of America Sta¬ 
dium is going forward rain or 
shine at this point," said top 
convention organizer Steve 
Kerrigan. 

The prospect of a rain- 
beaten Obama addressing 
tens of thousands of fans in 
the stadium and tens of mil¬ 
lions more via television 
and Internet, is enough to 
make campaign planners 
blanche. 


With the nation in a dour 
mood amid high unemploy¬ 
ment, Obama will hope to 
provide a brighter outlook for 
voters, a task that would not 
be helped by the heavens 
opening up. 

According to the National 
Weather Service, there is "a 
chance of showers and thun¬ 
derstorms" on Thursday night 
with the likelihood of precip¬ 
itation placed at about 30 per¬ 
cent.

S.African court frees first 
batch of miners after 
shooting 


PRETORIA (AFP) - A South 
African court yesterday re¬ 
leased 47 of 270 mineworkers 
who had been held since 34 of 
their colleagues were gunned 
down by police at an illegal 
strike last month. 

"The murder charges 
against the accused are at this 
point of time withdrawn," said 
Magistrate Esau Bodigelo as 
he released 47 miners in the 
court north of Pretoria. "You 
may stand down," he added. 

The prosecutions chief an¬ 
nounced on Sunday that the 
murder charges would be pro¬ 
visionally withdrawn after 
sparking outrage when they 
were laid down Thursday for 
the August 16 killing in which 
police gunned down dozens of 
strikers at the Lonmin pla¬ 
tinum mine. 

The releases are being 


processed in batches with no 
bail required but the group will 
return to court on 12 February 
2013 on charges of public vio¬ 
lence and for holding an illegal 
gathering. 

Prosecutor Nigel Carpenter 
said the state had provisionally 
withdrawn the murder and at¬ 
tempted murder charges. 

"The charges will be with¬ 
drawn from the 270 accused 
but only... about 160 will ap¬ 
pear in court today," he said. 

Addresses of the arrested 
miners had to be verified by 
police as a condition for their 
release. 

The bloodshed shocked the 
world, raising parallels to bru¬ 
tality under the white apartheid 
regime, and has been described 
as the worst police crackdown 
since democracy in 1994.

Mexico leader says US shares blame 
for drug violence 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Out¬ 
going Mexican President Fe¬ 
lipe Calderon blamed loose US 
gun laws and American addicts 
for fueling his country’s drug 
violence as he defended his 
controversial anti-cartel offen¬ 
sive yesterday. 

Presenting the final annual 
report of his presidency, 
Calderon insisted that his 2006 
decision to deploy thousands 
of troops to round up drug traf¬ 
fickers was not to blame for 
the relentless crime wave 
plaguing the country. 

The conservative leader, 
whose single six-year term 
ends December 1, said the 
wave of murders and kidnap¬ 
pings was linked to brutal turf 
wars being waged between 
Mexico's ultra-violent drug 


cartels. 

But he also pointed his fin¬ 
ger at the United States, saying 
criminals were able to arm 
themselves with powerful guns 
after Washington lawmakers 
refused to renew a law banning 
the sale of assault weapons 
such as AK-47 rifles in 2004. 

The United States, he said, 
"is co-responsible for this 
grave problem because they 
are the consumers, they are the 
providers of funds and they are 
the providers of weapons." 

"We firmly express the 
need to slow the flow of cri¬ 
minal weapons and cash fuel¬ 
ing the violence in our 
country," he said in a speech 
delivered in Mexico City's Na¬ 
tional Palace. 

More than 50,000 people 


have been killed in drug-related 
violence since 2006, when 
Calderon unleashed the mili¬ 
tary against drug traffickers. 

The president touted suc¬ 
cesses in his strategy, saying 
that 22 of Mexico's 37 most 
wanted criminals had been ei¬ 
ther captured or killed while 
his government implemented 
"historic" judicial and security 
reforms. 

But Calderon said the end 
of the US assault weapon ban 
in 2004 "allowed criminals to 
have almost unlimited access 
to all types of weapons" which 
considerably increased their 
firepower against the state and 
rival groups. 

"This fiieled the spiral of vi¬ 
olence, which began around 
the same time," he added.

General: Syria army to retake Aleppo 
within 10 days 


ALEPPO (AFP) - The Syrian 
army will recapture Aleppo 
from rebel forces within 10 
days, a senior commander in 
charge of the five-week mili¬ 
tary offensive on the commer¬ 
cial capital told AFP yesterday. 

The city would fall once 
Saif al-Dawla, one of the two 
"toughest" neighbourhoods, 
was conquered as the other, 
Salaheddin, had already been 
seized back from the "terro¬ 
rists" concentrated in the two 
areas, the general said. 

"They are the most difficult 
given the urban geography. 
After that other parts will be 
easier to take," he said on con¬ 
dition of anonymity. 

The general said that about 
3,000 government troops were 
involved in the fight against 
about 7,000 "terrorists," a term 


used by regime officials to de¬ 
scribe the rebels. 

He added that 2,000 rebels 
had been killed since the start 
of the assault on Aleppo at the 
start of August. 

The rebels had on July 20 
opened a new front in the Sy¬ 
rian conflict by launching an 
attack on the city before the 
army dislodged them from 
several sectors, including Sala¬ 
heddin, one of their main 
strongholds. 

"Salaheddin has been to¬ 
tally under the control of the 
military since August 9," said 
the commander of a unit from 
the south of the country that is 
part of the offensive. 

AFP journalists who were 
able to go with the army to 
Salaheddin found that the 
neighbourhood was effectively 


under the control of the gov¬ 
ernment forces. 

Under dangling electricity 
cables, volunteers from civil 
defence groups helped police 
remove bodies from the streets 
and put them into bags. 

But fighting continued in 
Saif al-Dawla, a suburb that re¬ 
sembled a ghost town. 

"We control the top of Saif 
al-Dawla. It will be easy to 
conquer the rest," another 
colonel said on condition of 
anonymity, as widespread de¬ 
struction of the district was 
clearly evident. 

The commander in charge 
of the operations also said that 
the army controlled the upper 
area and declared that the op¬ 
eration in the district would be 
complete in two days.

Britain urges fresh talks with Ecuador 
over Assange 


BOGOTA (AFP) - Colombia 
yesterday rejected accusations 
from Bolivia’s president that 
the Colombian military is run 
by the United States, in a spat 
between two key players in the 
war on drugs. 

"The government of 
Colombia does not accept un¬ 
founded allegations from Bo¬ 
livia or any other country," the 
Foreign Ministry said in a 
statement. 

Bolivian President Evo 
Morales made his comments 
Sunday in an angry response to 
US figures that indicate Bo¬ 
livia and Peru have surpassed 
Colombia as the world's 
biggest cocaine producers. 

Morales said Colombia's 
drug problem was being down¬ 
played by Washington "be¬ 
cause there is a US military 
base, there are Americans 
commanding the Armed For¬ 
ces of Colombia." 


In fact, there is no longer a 
US base in Colombia, though 
there is significant American 
military involvement in the 
country. 

Yesterday's statement said 
Morales had shown disrespect 
for Colombia's fight against 
drug trafficking. 

In 2008, Morales, a leftist 
and harsh critic of the United 
States, expelled representatives 
of the US Drug Enforcement 
Administration and USAID, as 
well the US ambassador, whom 
he accused of meddling in Bo¬ 
livia's domestic affairs. 

The United States provided 
$5.2 billion in anti-drug aid to 
Andean countries between 
2006 and 2011, of which 
around 76 percent went to 
Colombia. 

Peru received $659 million, 
while $366 million went to 
Bolivia and $233 million to 
Ecuador. 


LONDON (AFP) - Britain 
wants to resume talks with 
Ecuador and find a diplomatic 
solution to the standoff over 
WikiLeaks founder Julian As¬ 
sange as soon as possible, Fo¬ 
reign Secretary William Hague 
said yesterday. 

Addressing parliament, 
Hague also said Assange could 
not be extradited from Sweden 
to a third country without 
Britain's consent, which would 
not be given if there was a 
prospect of a death sentence 
being imposed. 

Assange took shelter in the 
Ecuadoran embassy in London 
in June after exhausting all ap¬ 
peals against extradition from 
Britain to Sweden, where he is 
wanted for questioning over 
sexual assault allegations. 
Ecuador has granted him 
diplomatic asylum. 

The 41-year-old Australian 
fears Sweden will hand him 
over to the United States, 
where he could face prosecu¬ 
tion over the release of a vast 
cache of leaked Iraq and Af¬ 


ghanistan war reports and 
diplomatic cables. 

"We wish to continue our di¬ 
alogue with the government of 
Ecuador," Hague said in a writ¬ 
ten statement to parliament. 
"We believe that our two coun¬ 
tries should be able to find a 
diplomatic solution. We have 
invited the government of Ecua¬ 
dor to resume, as early as possi¬ 
ble, the discussions we have 
held on this matter to date." 

Hague said London had 
fully addressed Quito's con¬ 
cerns about Assange's human 
rights and fears of onward ex¬ 


tradition. 

"The suggestion that there 
would be a risk of a breach of 
Mr Assange's human rights on 
extradition to Sweden is com¬ 
pletely unfounded," he said. 

"The suggestion that Mr 
Assange's human rights would 
be put at risk by the possibility 
of onward extradition from 
Sweden to a third country is 
also without foundation." 

"Our consent may only be 
given in accordance with the 
international conventions by 
which the UK is bound," 
Hague said in his statement.

Dutch teen jailed for 'shocking' 
Facebook killing 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
Dutch court on Monday jailed 
a teenager for stabbing a 15- 
year-old girl to death and at¬ 
tempting to kill her father after 
she allegedly posted deroga¬ 
tory comments about another 
girl on Facebook. 

The boy, identified as 15- 
year-old Jing Hua K, was 
jailed for a year and ordered to 
spend at least two years in a 
psychiatric facility to be 
"treated for his problems" after 
the January 14 murder in the 
eastern Dutch city of Arnhem. 

"The court is of the opinion 
the defendant deliberately 


killed" Joyce Hau, known as 
Winsie to her friends, as well 
as attempted to murder her fa¬ 
ther, judges said in a verdict 
posted online. 

Prosecutors told the court 
the murder happened after 
Hau had a fight on the social 
networking site with a 16- 
year-old friend identified as 
Polly W. and her 17-year-old 
boyfriend Wesley C. 

Jing Hua K went to Hau's 
house, saying he had some¬ 
thing to give her. When she 
came to the door he repeatedly 
stabbed her with a knife and 
then attacked her father, scar¬ 


ring his face for life, the court 
heard. The teenager died in 
hospital five days later. 

"The defendant did not 
know Winsie personally but he 
acted at the request of or on 
the instructions of another or 
others," the verdict said. 

During the case, witnesses 
testified that Jing Hua K was 
promised 150 euros ($188) if 
he carried out the murder. 

Court spokesman Jaap 
Otten told AFP that the details 
of the Facebook comments 
could not be discussed pend¬ 
ing the trial of Polly W and 
Wesley C, for which no date 
has yet been set. 


16 whales dead in Scotland beaching 



FONDON (AFP) - Sixteen 
pilot whales have died after 
beaching themselves on the 
east coast of Scotland, officials 


said on Sunday. 

Another 10 whales from the 
same pod also stranded them¬ 
selves at Pittenweem, near St 


Andrews, but were refloated 
after being kept alive by vets 
from British Divers and Ma¬ 
rine Fife Rescue (BDMFR) 
with help from the local fire 
and police services. 

Another 24 whales from the 
same pod were swimming in 
the shallows three miles along 
the coast, and experts were 
fearful that they could also be 
beached by the rising tide. 

The local coastguard was 
notified of the mass beaching 
at 07:00 am (0600 GMT) and 
there were soon 30 medics and 
25 support crew from the 
emergency services on hand to 
try and save the six-metre (20 
feet) long mammals. 

In the United States, 17 pilot 
whales died after beaching 
themselves Saturday morning 
at Avalon Beach State Park, on 
the east coast of Florida, de¬ 
spite efforts by volunteers and 
experts to save them. 

Two other groups of whales 
swam onto beaches in North 
America — one in Cape Cod on 
Saturday and another in 
Canada on Sunday. 

The causes of the events re¬ 
mained unclear. 
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DAKAR (AFP) - Pieces of pottery, iron tools and jew¬ 
ellery dating back thousands of years have been discov¬ 
ered in Dakar after recent torrential rains flooded some 
suburbs, university researchers told AFP on Monday. 
Moustapha Sail, a lecturer and researcher at Dakar's 
Cheick Anta Diop university said he happened upon the 
items by chance during a visit to the suburb of Ouest- 
Foire in the north-east of the capital after the rains on 
August 26. Sail said the area was home to several con¬ 
struction sites, where workers said they had come 
across pieces of pottery and shells, which could hinder 
any future archeological digs. "We will do an analysis 
of the objects discovered and send them to a labora¬ 
tory" at the university which specialises in dating his¬ 
torical items, Sail said. Another researcher at the 
university, Alioune Deme, said the objects could date 
back between 2,000 and 7,000 BC.

Spain pumps 4.5 bn euros 
into Bankia 


ECB shows no sign of restarting bond 
buy program 


MADRID (AFP) - Spain said 
yesterday it is urgently injec¬ 
ting 4.5 billion euros ($5.7 bil¬ 
lion) into Bankia, a state- 
rescued lender still losing bil¬ 
lions of euros. 

The state-backed Fund for 
Orderly Bank Restructuring 
(FROB) said its governing 
board had agreed to pump in 
the capital ’’with immediate ef¬ 
fect" to restore its balance 
sheet. 

Bankia lies at the heart of 
Spain’s financial sector crisis, 
which led to eurozone mem¬ 
bers agreeing in June to extend 
a rescue loan to Madrid of up 
to 100 billion euros. 

The FROB said it would in¬ 
ject the money by subscribing 
to a capital increase by Bankia, 
stressing that the decision had 
been taken in agreement with 
the European authorities. 

The money was just an 
avance on a broader capital in¬ 
jection to be made by the 
FROB into Bankia under the 
eurozone deal, it said. The size

Australia's Freney makes it 
fantastic five 



LONDON (AFP) - Australia's 
Jacqueline Freney yesterday 
won her fifth gold of the 
Games in the stand-out per¬ 
formance of the day, after a 
row involving sprinter Oscar 
Pistorius overshadowed the 
sporting action. 

World record holder Freney, 
who has cerebral palsy, took 
gold in a new Paralympic best 
of lmin 9.39sec in the S7 
100m freestyle to add to her ti¬ 
tles in the S7 50m butterfly, S7 
100m backstroke and SM7 
200m individual medley. 

Then with team-mates Ellie 
Cole, Madison Elliott and 
Katherine Downey, the 20- 
year-old added the women's 
4x100m freestyle 34 points 
relay, making it a clean sweep 
for the Aussies after the men's 
team triumphed on Sunday. 

In that race, Matthew Cow¬ 
drey bagged his 10th Para¬ 
lympic title in a career 
spanning three Games, need¬ 
ing just one more gold to be¬ 
come his country's most 
successful Paralympian. 


Earlier Britain's swim 
queen Ellie Simmonds won 
the women's S6 200m individ¬ 
ual medley in 3min 5.39sec, 
breaking the world record she 
set in qualifying and adding to 
her S6 400m freestyle title. 

The teenager, who has a 
form of dwarfism, won the 


400m and the 100m freestyle 
in Beijing four years ago at the 
age of just 13 and has become 
one of the faces of the London 
Games. 


Poland's Natalia Partyka — 
one of only two Paralympians 
to compete at this year's 
Olympics — won gold for the 
third consecutive Games in the 
women's singles Class 10 table 
tennis. 

"It has been a really good 
year for me, now I'm thinking 
about Rio (de Janeiro in 2016). 
To win a medal at the 


Olympics is now my dream. I 
want to achieve the same at the 
Olympics as I did at the Para¬ 
lympics," she said. 

Partyka, who was born 
without a right hand and fore¬ 
arm, beat China's Yang Qian 3- 
2, just weeks after she and 
Pistorius competed at the 


Olympics. 

Pistorius dominated the 
headlines on Monday after he 
sensationally lost his T44 
200m crown to Brazil's Alan 
Oliveira on Sunday but then 
claimed the length of his rivals' 
artificial running blades was 
unfair. 

The 25-year-old South 
African, a double amputee 
since childhood, issued an 
apology about the timing of 
the comments, although not 
the substance. 

"I do believe that there is an 
issue here and I welcome the 
opportunity to discuss with the 
IPC (International Paralympic 
Committee) but I accept that 
raising these concerns imme¬ 


diately as I stepped off the 
track was wrong," he said in a 
statement. 

The IPC responded by say¬ 
ing the prostheses used by all 
eight runners in the final were 
legitimate and had not ex¬ 
ceeded rules regarding length. 

Nevertheless, they agreed to 
meet Pistorius to discuss his 
concerns. 

"He's a proud Paralympian. 
He's been a fantastic ambassa¬ 
dor for the Paralympic move¬ 
ment. He's probably done 
more than anyone to raise our 
profile," said IPC spokesman 
Craig Spence. "We're more 
than willing to hear what he 
has to say." 

The row erupted as 50 gold 
medals were on offer in seven 
sports on the fifth day of com¬ 
petition at the Games, which 
end on Sunday. 

On the track, El Amin 
Chentouf of Morocco smashed 
the world best by more than 
30sec in the T12 5,000m for 
visually impaired and blind 
athletes, finishing in 13min 
53.77sec. 

Kenya's Samwel Mushai 
Kimani, with guide runner 
James Boit, romped to a new 
world record of 3min 58.37 in 
the Til 1,500m, beating 
Brazil's Odair Santos, who was 
also inside his previous world 
best of 4min 03.66sec.

Williams, a 14-time Grand 
Slam title winner, and the 
reigning Wimbledon and 
Olympic champion, has 
dropped just 12 games in four 
matches at the Open this year. 

She hasn’t lost a game in her 
last three sets played while 
Monday’s mauling was the 
fifth time in her career she had 
handed out a double bagel. 
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Williams will on Wednes¬ 
day face Ana Ivanovic for a 
place in the semi-finals after 
the Serb 12th seed defeated 
Bulgaria's Tsvetana Pironkova 
6-0, 6-4. 

The other quarter-final will 
feature Italian compatriots, 
best friends and doubles part¬ 
ners Sara Errani and Roberta 
Vinci battling for a semi-final 
spot. 

Errani, the 10th seed, de¬ 
feated last year's semi-finalist, 
German sixth seed Angelique 
Kerber 7-6 (7/5), 6-3, while 
Vinci saw off Polish second 
seed Agnieszka Radwanska 6- 
1,6-4. 

It will be the first time two 
Italian women have made the 
last eight at the same Grand 
Slam.

ROME AFP) - Former Italian 
international striker Christian 
Vieri is set to be compensated 
to the tune of one million euros 
after he fell victim to a phone- 
tapping affair, it was reported 
Monday.

The website said Vieri's move¬ 
ments had been closely followed 
by his club via the telephone com¬ 
pany during the 2000-01 season 
and again in 2004. 

The report added that the 
now retired striker, who was 
capped 49 times, would receive 
compensation of one million 
euros.

($7.5m), with his salary reach¬ 
ing 300,000 euros ($377,000) 
per month. 

"I am ready for a new chal¬ 
lenge. At Ajax I have experi¬ 
enced some marvellous 
moments but the time for 
change has come," Van der 
Wiel was quoted as saying in 
the Dutch press on Friday. 

He will provide competition 
at right-back for PSG captain 
and France international 
Christophe Jallet. 

Van der Wiel attended the 
game at Fille, and was intro¬ 
duced to his future teammates 
by Ancelotti in the dressing 
room after the match. 


Final games for the top spots 
in the three categories are 
scheduled for Thursday after¬ 
noon beginning at 2:00, 4:00 
and 6:00 PM, with the awards 
ceremony to immediately fol¬ 
low.
